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Message For All Americans 


When he arrived in Hong Kong after 


i m years in Communist China, William 


Charles White. 35. had a message for 
all 
Americans: ” 


“ Everyone should go to China and live 
there You wouldn't have to worry about 
communism in the U. S. at all after that.” 
White, a Negro from Pem berville. Ark , 
was one of 21 American prisoners of war 
who stayed on with their Chinese captors 
after the Korean War. 


“ I still have not betrayed my country. 
I have always been an American. I still 
am an American.” 
White 
said 
as 
he 
emerged from behind the Bamboo Curtain 
wi»h his Chinese wife and two children. 


THE FORMER (ii. apparently in high 
spirits, summarized the fate of thp aver­ 
age Chinese in one word: “ Pressure ” 


“ Superficially everything 
in 
China 
is 
great but you don t have to go very far 
beneath the surface to see what life really 
is like ” 


White was described by his interviewer 
as gesturing excitedly with his hands as 
he continued talking “ They (the Chinese 
people) are under constant pressure to 
do what they're told. They’re not satis­ 
fied with the government but they don’t 
h a 'e the freedom to do anything about 
it.’ 


While in China, White said, he studied 
law at the Chinese People’s University of 
Peking for three years then worked at 
Peking Languages Press 
At the latter 
place, he said. his work wa* limited to 
translation of children’s stories and one 
or two novels which had no political over­ 
tones His wife is a 30-year-old Shanghai- 
horn school teacher. 


IN DESCRIBING the Chinese people, 
White said most were very timid and had 
no sense of democracy. They follow orders 
without question but “ half of them would 
go to the United States tomorrow.” 
While White himself may be suspect of 
duplicity and his sincerity questioned by 
his countrymen, the words of the message 
are ones that can be taken to heart by 
“ all Americans."

Taxes In Review 


Ohio fax reform, long sought but rare­ 
ly tackled, could become a reality now 
that Gov. Rhodes has signed into law a 
bill creating a 14-member tax study com­ 
mission. 
The commission will 
have nearly 
18 
months in which to delve into the state's 
complex tax structure in search of ways 
to eliminate inequities which almost ev­ 
eryone agrees exist. 
It will be the first comprehensive of­ 
ficial tax study since the 1930s. And un­ 
like many quasi-official studies that have 
come and gone since then, this one c a r­ 
ries a statutory requirement that the com ­ 
mission come up with legislative recom ­ 
mendations at the next session of the 
Genera! Assembly. 
The study is not to be conducted with 
the idea of increasing faxes and thus it 
has won the support of Gov Rhodes who 
has remained adam ant against any tax 
boost on the state level. 
It could result in some adjustments, 
however, which might be beneficial to the 
property owner who had been shoulder­ 
ing an ever-increasing share of the tax 
burden in some areas 
It m ay 
also unlock 
the 
answers 
to 
some real and potential money problems 
that loom ahead for the state, such as 
how to finance the operation of all the 
new facilities being built with bond mon­ 
ey. which cannot be for operating ex­ 
penses.

Johnson has been in office 21 months

inherited 
The first dropout from Kennedy’s Cab­ 
inet was his brother. Robert F Kennedy. 
who quit as attorney general to run for 
the Senate from New York after Johnson 
m ade it clear he did not want him as a 
vice presidential running m ate in the 1964 
elections 
Johnson waited almost five months to 
replace Kennedy with 
Nicholas

Th e 
wire co mes in ro lls five o r six 
jfeet wide ranging fro m 125 to 
1300 feet lo ng. Mo st dealers will 
sell fractio nal ro lls in th e event 
th at y o u do no t need o ne o f th e 
standard length s.

Everybody who has anything 
to do with advising household- 
: ers about painting is continually 
stressing the necessity of pre­ 
paring the surfaces properly. 
More than any other single 
factor, the failure to apply paint 
to a clean, sound surface is re­ 
sponsible for a poor result. 
This is true whether referring 
to interior or exterior painting 
and regardless of the type of 
material being painted. 
Perhaps the most neglected 
surface, from the standpoint of 
preparation, is the ceiling. 
It may be that painting a ceil­ 
ing is a nuisance in any case— 
and the thought of spending con­ 
siderable time perched on a lad­ 
der or other support merely for 
the purpose of getting the ceil­ 
ing ready to receive the paint is 
enough to provide an excuse for 
skipping this part of the job 
It can often be a sad mistake, 
because a poorly-painted ceil­ 
ing can ruin the entire appear­ 
ance of a room, no matter how 
much care and time have been 
taken on redecorating the walls.

should

scraped and any c r a c k s or 
holes filled with spackling com­ 
pound or patching plaster. The 
openings should be undercut be­ 
fore making the patch.

Question 
Many years a g o 
when we owned another house. 
I put down a concrete driveway. 
It seemed to be a nice, neat 
job, but within about a year the 
driveway began to d e v e l o p 
cracks that grew wider an d 
wider as time went on 
We now have a house with a 
driveway of ordinary soil and 
once again I would like to in­ 
stall a driveway. I have been 
told that a wire fabric reinforce­ 
ment will prevent the cracking 
that occured the last time Is 
this so? 


Answer 
Yes. wire fabric is 
a good reinforcing material for 
concrete driveways It is espe­ 
cially good for do-it-yourselfers, 
since a series of wires welded 
to other wires at right angles 
provides the proper spacing and 
does away with guesswork 
Also, it can bf cut with wire 
cutters or a hacksaw and does 
not require special tools that 
you may never use again The 
wire comes in rolls five or six 
feet wide ranging from 125 to 
300 feet long Most dealers will 
sell fractional rolL in the event 
that you do not need one of the 
standard lengths 


There are various ways of 
placing the wire fabric into the 
driveway for strengthening pur­ 
poses. One of the most common, 
and the easiest, is to proceed 
with the laying of the driveway 
in the ordinary way; that is. 
pouring 
the concrete mixture 
over the bedded materials—but 
only to half the thickness y o u 
need 


Then place the wire reinforce­ 
ment into the leveled but still 
wet 
concrete to the required 
thickness. By having the wire 
fabric in the middle of the con­ 
crete. 
there 
is

chance that the metal will rust 
jor deteriorate.

TREES AND oth er plantings 
can do much to ch ange th e look 
of y our h ome.

Inside a h ouse, th ere are 
many way s to be different, too. 
In visiting th e h omes of in­ 


terior decorators, one would see 
all sorts of ideas th at one would 
be h esitant to use with out pro­ 
fessional advice.

Screens Need Pa inting ? 


With crisp, cool autumn day s' 
just around th e corner, y ou’ll | 
probably h ave th e windows open' 
most of th e time.

y our screens against rust and 
corrosion. And wh ile copper or 
brass screening won’t rust, it 
will corrode.

Th e corrosion products a r c | 
wash ed down by winter rains | 
and can stain th e masonry and 
woodwork below. Even th e wh ite i 
ox ide th at forms on aluminum 
can cause similar staining. 


THE BEST kind of paint to 
use on screens is a th in ty pe 
known as screen enamel. Or, 
y ou can use an ex terior enam­ 
el th inned with mineral spirits 
or turpentine. But. wh ich ever is^ 


used, be sure th at it is a q uality 
product so th at y ou will be as­ 
sured of long-lasting protection, i 
Th e paint can be applied with 
a roller, paint spray er or a 
screen painter. Th e latter can 
be purch ased from y our paint 
dealer or made by tacking a 
piece of carpet to a wooden 
block. 
Before painting, be sure th e 
surface is clean. Paint will not 
adh ere to dirt, oil, grease or 
rust. Clean th e screens with a 
cloth saturated with paint th in­ 
ner or turpentine. Remove loose 
rust by rubbing gently wi t h 
steel wool. Prime any bare 
spots with ex terior metal prim­ 
er. 
Galvanized steel screens re­ 
q uire a sp^ial primer known as 
metallic zinc paint or zinc dust- 
zinc ox ide paint.

came from a commander in

“ While 
f cannot condone 


such unethical action by the 
civilian members of my pro­ 
fession, I would like to say 
that approximately 999 out of 
1,000 so-called dental emerg­ 
encies occur in teeth so badly 
broken down, due to neglect, 
that such a situation scarcely 
can be called an emergency. 
“ A person who is in pain 


should go, in person, to the 
dentist's office and be pre­ 
pared to wait, lf a patient 
cancels or is late, the dentist 
would be inclined to work in 
the emergency patient or take 
him at the close of the day. 
“ It's inconceivable to me 


that any dentist, worthy of a 
degree, would walk out of his 
office and leave a suffering 
patient in the waiting room.— 
D D S . ”
